as against 1,339,557 gain in 1917, and »155.000 In 101S. 
One denomination alone suffered a decrease in member- 
ship oC 60,140. The increase in the Catholic member- 
ship taken from the actual official returns for 1919, was 
358,294. 
The net Protestant loss was 102,000. 
'Dr. 


Carroll, in the Christian Herald, asks why, and attempts 
to answer the question of the small additions- made to 
the church. 
Among others he cites the effect of the 


war, interruption or suspension of the regular work of 
the church, lack oC pastors and a consequent letting 
down of church activity, pastors called into other fields 
than that of the actual work- of the pulpit, increase of 
deaths in the membership, which in some instances is 
enormous, the Methodist church alone having 71,677 
deaths in 191!) against 135,623 in 191S, -and the co'ncen- 
tration of effort not to gain membership but to raise 
unheard of sums of money for the church' work. Then, 
too, .there is the falling off in the attendance at Sunday- 
school which is appalling.
